Now the problem is, Should 
we try again? The USDA is out for 3,375,000,000 bushels of corn, on 
89,000,000 acres. Even with that acreage goal if we got an Illinois or Indiana 
average of 5414 bushels we'd hit the 4-billion target. Mean to say you farm- 
ers in Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota, Ohio, or even North Carolina (with all 
those 100-bu. corn clubs) and Georgia can’t do as well as the Hoosiers or 
Suckers? Why, Texas alone could do it, if we got the rangers as stirred up 
over corn as they are about cotton! But I'm thinking we ought to plant 
100 million acres to corn next spring and shoot for a target of 40 bushels per 
acre all over the nation. What do you think? 


BP ropuction & MARKETING ADMINISTRATOR THIS YEAR IS AN EARNEST 
North Dakota farmer—Mr. Gus GEISSLER. You might write him for a copy 
of the 1952 Production Goals Program. You will see how PMA has tried 
to balance the acreages of feeds, food grains, cotton, 
soybeans and flaxseed, hay and pasture seeds, potatoes, 
vegetables, and the allotment crops (tobacco, peanuts, 
beets and cane) so as to satisfy all our national requirements for the defense 
struggle. It is frankly admitted that by the end of 1952 feed grain stocks 
will have been reduced by 36%. That's dangerous: Suppose we'd have a 
corn year like 1948 again. We'd have to decimate our growing herds and 
flocks. Nothing would please STALIN more. No, we farmers at home have 
our own overall program: we want to keep our sons and brothers in the armed 
forces abundantly supplied; we want to furnish unrationed meat for our 
workers and milk in plenty for our children; we want to produce enough 
wealth from our soil to stop inflation, and pay taxes; we want to put some- 
thing substantial on the peace table, if and when it is set... . Not im- 
possible. Four billion bushels of corn a year would do it. Pork, beef, lamb, 
milk, eggs are corn. Are mostly corn. We can grow 4 billion bushels of 
corn a year without plowing up an acre of productive pasture or robbing 
any soil. Shouldn't we get at it now, rather than in 1962?

Good stands may be had by planting 
a smaller quantity of seed per acre.

Kenland red clover seed is being certi 
fied in Kentucky and is now ava le in 
sufficient quantities so that farmers may 
purchase the seed of this crop.

Underground Warfare 


the life of an individual is birth-day. That 
is why the successful stockman insists on 
being right there himself to attend each 
farrowing, calving, lambing or foaling. 


T HE most important day in|

Special know-how is cherished as to how 
to get the new-born animal breathing, on 
its feet, and sucking. Then the battle for 
life is well begun and the livestock breeder 
is off to a good start. 

But in this day of greener pastures and 
bigger feed crops, did you ever think of 
the battle that is waged when a new plant 
is born? If you could see it in some huge 
microscope you'd be thrilled to the core by 
the drama of this miniature war that goes 
on—every time a seed sprouts. But you 
can see enough in your own soil to recon- 
struct it accurately in your Own imagina- 
tion. 

Here you have a tiny seed—ladino, al- 
falfa, sudan, or even a soybean or grain 
of corn. You can cut it open with your 
B.G. Stock Knife and see the germ, the 
new plant in embryo. If it is corn you 
can see the tiny blades with your naked 
eye. The starchy meal in the rest of the 
seed is the food which the baby plant must 
use in order to get its initial start—some- | 
thing like colostrum to a calf. 


You can visuclize what happens in the 
ground from these two seeds sprouted in 
sterile culture trays. Note the circle of 
micro-organisms around the untreated seed 
on the left, while the coated seed on the 
right can devote all its energy to growth. 


The little plant not only has that struggle 
to find food, but here in the soil are mar- 
shalled a whole bunch of fierce battalions 
of bacteria and fleets of fungi, not to men- 
tion platoons of protozoa. But on our side, 
allies of the new grass or legume, are the 
nitrifying and nitrogen-fixing bacteria. So

As. a dairyman to name | 
the most precious commodity in the world, | 
and he'll not give you gold or silver or 
uranium. No sir—there's one thing that 

above all these: stuff that would 

him to go out at night and steal 
if he knew where to find it. That thin 
bright-green, fine-stemmed hay! 

No matter how good the year or man. | 
agement, there is always one lot of hay 
better than the rest. When you come to 
that section in the mow you throw it down 
with real joy, notwithstanding the know 
ledge that you may never see anything 
as good for several years. You watch the 
cows and the heifers and the calves reach 
eagerly for it, each jerking a little bunch 
selfishly to her side of the manger, hoping | 
to keep it away from the neighbors until | 
she can get on the outside of it 

Even those of us who are advocates of 
more and more erass silage, still like some 
good dry hay. The cows like it, and that’s | 

aie } 
sufficient reason to sweat over getting 
some. If some system could be devised | 
to get it all into the mow like that very 
best load, probably not many silos would 
be filled. Everybody works at it. The new- 
fangled hay crushers, which permit taking 
the hay up a few hours after it is cut, | 
have helped many people. It’s not the 
ultimate, however. If it does rain, that 
crushed hay seems to take longer to dry 
out than plain hay does.

Electric fences make an economical way 
of subdividing pastures for economical graz 
ing, says M. L. Peterson of California. He 
studied rotation grazing of alfalfa, ladino 
and birdsfoot trefoil, each mixed with rye- 
grass, orchard fescue. Clipped 
every 2 weeks the hay yield was 4-2/3 tons 
allow 3 weeks of regrowth and 


grass and 


per acre 
he got 20% more hay, 4 weeks 48% more, 
and with 5 weeks’ regrowth 8.7 tons per 
acre or 86% more. Now if you say a cow 
needs 25 pounds of dry matter a day, a 30- 
acre pasture should carry 33 animal units 
for 8 months if grazed every two weeks, 
39 if grazed every 3 weeks, 49 if grazed 
every 4 weeks, and 61 cattle if grazed every 
5 weeks. Predominant ladino beat alfalfa 
when clipped every 2 weeks, but when 
clipped every 4 to 5 weeks the alfalfa beat 
the ladino all to pieces, in fact nearly elimi 
nated it. Ladino-grass is very succulent with 
only 16.2% dry matter, so a steer has to 
graze 154 pounds to get 25 of dry matter 
Alfalfa-grass contains 19.5% dry matter. 
You've got to have enough livestock on 
each pasture to graze it down quickly and 
easily to get best result. That's where the 
electric fence comes in; you can regulate 
the grazed area.

After talking with Les H. Miller, it was easy to 
understand why folks around Minnesota Lake, 


Minn., always want Les to truck their hogs. He 
said, “I like hogs and hogs get along fine with 
me. Sometimes I think I talk their language as 
well as my own. But then, I should know them 
pretty well after trucking hogs for over thirteen 
years. Another reason I prefer hauling hogs, I 
like working with men who raise ’em.” 

Les says that it doesn’t take long for everyone 
around the countryside to know if a trucker is 
careless or careful with his livestock. “But even 
the hogs know that I’m careful of them. I don’t 
kick or poke hogs—that’s too much unnecessary 
work, I just talk to the hogs and guide them a 
little. When they get the idea, they practically 
load themselves. Of course, I have the right 
equipment to make loading and unloading easier 
for both the hogs and me.” 

Les continued, “I see that they are comfortable 
in all kinds of weather. If they have good foot- 
ing, they'll ride with little or no shift, and I take 
it easy on the highways, especially ’round curves. 
Every hour or so, I look ’em over to see that they 
aren’t piling up. If everything is okay, I some- 
times give ’em a short rest while I get a cup of 
coffee.” 

Les summed up his years of trucking this way: 
“I can’t remember when I ever unloaded a dead 
or crippled hog—guess I never have. That’s why 
folks at the other end of the trip like to have me 
do the hauling, too.”
